Ordered That the Treasurer of the LEastern Shore pay to
Cap' James Hindman One hundred and forty nine Pounds
seventeen shillings currency for subsisting his Company to
30" of May.

Ordered That the Commissary of Stores deliver to William
Hayward Esq" for Capt. James Hindman’s Company fifteen
Rifles with Powder Horns and Pouches, Eleven Musquets, and
thread sufficient to make One hundred Suits of Cloathes.
